State Railroad Commission 


Turns Down Application of 


Southern Pacific 


Passenger Rate Over Harbor 


Route Not to Be Raised 


to Ten Cents 


SAN FRANCISCO. Jan. 11.—The 


Railroad Commission of the State of 
California decided against the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Company in a 
lengthy opinion rendered this morn- 
ingp by refusing the application of that 
corporation to increase the passenger 
rate on the Oakland harbor ferry, 
known as the creek route, from 5 to 
10 cents. The railroad originally pe- 
titioned for the increase on the ground 
that it was operating the boats on 
the harbor route at a loss, were giv- 
ing a half-hour service that was sup- 
plying accommodations in every way 
equal to those enjoyed by .patrons of 
the.main line ferries'operating to the 
Oakland and Alameda moles. It was 
claimed by the company that the half- 
hour service had resulted in turning 
much of the traffio- to • the harbor 
route, which landed passengrers at the 
loot of Broadway, and had in this 
manner substantially hurt the busi- 
ness of the corporation. 
Today's decision is a' triumph for 
th« Oakland Chamber of Commerce, 
which retained Attorneys Snook and 
Church to represent its interests in 
fighting the raise. 
Attorney E. D. 
White of that firm appeared before 
the commission and argued against 
any raise in rate, and evidence was 
brought to show that the E-cent fare 
had been in existence for approxi- 
mately 19 years. It was felt by the 
Chamber of Commerce that it was an 
injustice to automobolists who were 
paying 75 cents a trip for their ma- 
chine, and 5 cents for each passenger, 
to force them to double the passenger 
rate, and il was feared that it would 
tend to divert some of the motorists 
down the peninsula from San Fran- 
cisco instead of allowing- them to make 
excursions across the bay, tour the 
boulevard and 
patronize •.Oakland's 


cafes and restaurants. 


ARGUMENT ANSWERED. 


These facts were urged to offset the 


claim of the Southern Pacific that it 
had been forced to put a half-hour 
service on the Creole route to protect 
its passengers pn the pier route, and 
that it had spent an enormous sum 
electrifying its lines and could not 
afford to lose any of its passengers.

took to the main road and had 
disappeared when the lights 
sprang up again. 


Although every road leading from th< 


prison ha* been patroled, no trace ol = 


tho prisoner had been found at 10 o'clock 
today. Posses during the- night searched 
in tho hills between San Quentin and San 
Rafael, but without result. 


FLEES IN SNOW. 


Repsold Joft the prison wearing bestdei 


hln undergarments and shoes only 
th« ' 


trousers and vest of his suit of strhlpes. 
His coat and cap were found on a chair 
In tho warden's office. Tn the hills, wherij 
he Is believed to be hiding, tho snow still 
lies on the ground, and all during tha 
nlpht a raw wind swept down the can- 
yons. 
So far ns Is known Repsold had 


no means of procuring additional cloth- 


A search of all tho buildings outside the 


main prlaon, in one of which the 
war- 


den's office Is located, was made early 
this morning and no evidence was found 
to indicate that Repsold had secreted him- 
self within the general prlaon enclosure. 
Warden Hoylo docs not accept the theory! 
that UIP convict had a confederate. It I 
Is not thought that Repsold carried an* I 
weapons.

President Harsh of: the Motor Car 
Dealers' Association had to wait three 
hours to set a boat by the plpr route 
under the old arrangement, and the 
officials of the Southern Pacific, in- 
cluding Assistant Manager TV. R. Scott 
and Traffic Manager Charles S. Fee 
admitted the efficacy and advantage 
of the Creek route service for ma- 
chines. 


The principal point made by the 


members of. the commission m refus- 
ing the request of the Southern Pa- 
cific is that for a 10-cent fare it is 
possible to have a. four and a half-mile 
aoat ride on the bay and from two to 
11-mile train ride additional 'in Ala- 
meda county, making a 13-m.ilo trip 
,n all, while by the harbor routs boat 
the total distance is only six miles.'

TO ACCOMMODATE AUTOS. 


"I 
believe."

Commissioner 


Gordon in the opinion, "that the evi- 
dence shows that the £xtra service of 
the Creek route was established for 
the accommodation of the automobile 
traffic and to relieve the congestion of 
this traffic by the Oakland pier route. 
"With the great amount of baggage 


and express to be transported across 
the bay via the Oakland pier route, it 
is apparent that there must necessarily 
be a great deal of delay in handling 
teams and automobiles via this route. 
The diversion of vehicles from the 
Oakland pier route has added comfort 
and convenience to it as a passenger 
route. 


"There has been a large, natural In- 


crease In transbav automobile traffic, 
and there Is nothing to prove that a 
considerable portion of it would not 
have moved via the Creek route even 
with hourly service. In the month of 
August, 1911, there was carried, via 
both routes, 
9609 
automobiles, of 


which 2888 moved via Creek route and 
6721 via Oakland pier. 
In August, 


1912, 14,710 autos. were carried across 
the bay via both routes, an increase 
of 5101, or about 55 per cent. 


LOSS EVENED UP. 


"II the Creek route, with hourly 


service in 1911, carried 30 per cent of 
the automobiles, it Is safe to say that 
it would have carried some propor- 
tion of the great natural Increase of 55 
per cent In the traffic. Therefore, the 
loss which the applicant figures It sus- 
tains by diversion of traffic is purely 
speculatlx-e. I have-no doubt that the 
improved service has greatly stimu- 
lated automobile traffic and that ap- 
plicant has been more than compen- 
sated for the loss In passenger fares 
by the increase In automobile traffic. 
"It is idle to say that the sendee

The use of tractors to draw steam fire

In .response' to a request" from Commis- 


sioner F. C. Turner, Chief. Ball has made 
the following report on the matter: 


"I beg leave to report on tractors for 


pteam fire engines which you referred 
to me for report, will say that I favor 
the «se of the Christie front drive, as 
it is the best and cheapest drive on the 
market; if you have the motor built 
on the frame of the engine it would have 
to be sent to the eastern factory to have 
the motor installed, which would be very 
expensive, and If anything should occur 
to your motor your engine would be out 
of commission, as you could not convert It 
back to horse-drawn without rebuilding 
the engine. Now, with the Christie front 
drive all you have to do Is to unbolt 
your horse-drawn front gear and bolt on 
your motor. If anything should happen to 
your motor you remove It and put back 
your .horse-drawn .front gear and your 
engine IB In service again.

contract to the American La 
France 


Fire Engine company for twenty-eight 
trteamers equipped with the Christie front 
drive. This was done after experimenting 
•with the Christie drive 
and

the order in for. Attached to this Is a 
letter from the chief of New York city 
fire department and photos of both motor 
driven engines. I would recommend the 
purchase of the Christie front drive In 
preference to others."

one, two, three and five minutes exposure, 
found' that the beer with three and five 
minutes exposure became undrinkable, on 
account of the peculiar odor developed. 


The detrimental effect of light 


upon beer can be successfully counteracted 
by the employment of brown or dark colored 
glass bottles, and such bottles are there- 
fore recommendable.

Who Is to Pay fhe Piper? 


Some people are indulging in lavish dreams of the expendi- 


tures the present Legislature will authorize. They 
take no 


thought of where the money is to come from, but talk as if the 
Legislature had an inexhaustible store of wealth to draw upon. 


For instance, it is alleged (and with truth, no doubt) that 


the State is paying out over $30,000 a month for office rent in 
San Francisco. The State Capitol is located at Sacramento, but 
the Supreme Court and nearly'all the commissions are quartered 
in San Francisco. To save this $30,000 a month the State is pay- 
ing in rent, it is proposed that the Legislature appropriate $1,000,- 
000 to erect a building on a site the city will provide in the civic 
center. 


As the interest on $1,000,000 is less than one-fifth $360,000 


a year, it is economy to put up the building and save the rent. 
But there may be contingent expenses such as lights, water and 
janitor service which are figured in the item of rent, .but which 
would not be saved if the State housed that portion o£ the ma- 
chinery of government at present operated in San Francisco. 


But the city of Sacramento sees in this building project a 


scheme to-divide the capital and permanently locate a large body 
of the State officials in San Francisco. With finger on the con-1 
stitution, Sacramento objects to any such scheme. Her citizens 
say a large proportion of the officials who are occupying rented 
quarters in San Francisco have no business there, and are there 


-in violation of the constitution. Sacramento offers to donate 


two blocks of land adjoining the Capitol grounds if the State will 
erect an office building to cost $3,500,000, and so a conflict has 
been precipitated that for a time promised to be warm. 


But a committee went up from San Francisco and talked the 


matter over with the Sacramentans. This is the solution arrived 
at: Let the State erect two buildings, one at Sacramento to cost | 
$3,500,000 and another in San Francisco to cost $1,000,000. Thus 
a million dollar proposition has grown-to four and a half millions 
over a few bottles of wine. Who cares for expense? The State 
is rich and can stand it! 


And that is not all. The exposition directors want the State 


to put up a million-dollar building to house the county exhibits 
at the big fair. Probably there will be other demands for money 
in million-dollar lots. There's nothing cheap about the plans for 
spending money that will be presented to the Legislature. 


But has anyone stopped to consider the source whence all this 


money is to come? Controller Nye has called attention to the 
trifling fact that there will be a deficit in-the treasury, at the 
close of the present fiscal year, and in his biennial message Gov- 
ernor Johnson urges the Legislature to amend, the revenue laws 
on the ground that they provide the State with a.n income insuff i- 
cent for its needs. Here we have an admission from the two 
most authoritative sources that the State's revenue is insufficient 
to meet its ordinary running expenses at the very moment 
sundry enterprising gentlemen are planning ,to spend millions on f 
frills and extras. There will have to be vigorous trimming some- 
where. 


If State office buildings at Sacramento and San Francisco are 


authorized at this session, Los Angeles will demand one two years 
hence. There is need for an office building in Sacramento, but 
the need will have to be taken with the problem of finance. Where 
are we to get the money for all these things ?

REST

HE energetic woman of today is the woman who 
will retain youth and vigor all through her life. 
But woman's energy must not be like man's, 
measured by the amount of work he can do. For 
strength is not always energy. A.woman, to be 
energetic, must take rest in proportion to her 


work. Often a person works to the limit of endurance cease- 
lessly, without stopping for a moment's rest. Then, when 
the moment of relaxation is arrived at they fall completely 
exhausted, into a condition of unrest instead of rest. For the 
over-tired mind keeps on working, weakly and imaginatively. 
The future responsibilities magnify and appear like specters 
before the over-tired brain. To be sure, we cannot always 
measure our work, but at least we can steal snatches of rest 
even in the midst of our work. 


Scientists all know that lying flat upon the back, with the 


head on a level with the feet, causes the blood to circulate 
freely in every part of the body and the brain is stimulated. 
Many, great writers have done their best thinking when lying 
flat upon their -backs. Lord Lytton was one who reclined 
whenever he wrote anything of importance. The same princi- 
ple that causes clearness of brain causes relaxation, and rest, 
for when the mind is at rest reason comes calmly to hand, re- 
sponsibilities can be set aside for the time and the mind dwells 
upon comforting occurrences, which relax and refresh the 
resting moments, sometimes to the soothingness of sleep.

ence today between Secretary of War 
Stlmson. Major-General Murray and Rep- 
resentative Kahn, plans for the expendi- 
ture of $1,650,000 for new barracks, Quar- 
termaster's building and stables at the 
Presidio were discussed. The plans re- 
cently worked out by the War Depart- 
ment to do away with isolated commands 
and posts and concentrate troops in 
brigades probably will result in transfer- 
ring the cavalry now at the Presidio to 
Monterey and bringing to the Presidio in 
their place three full regiments of infan- 
try.To place the Presidio in shape to care 
for the increase In troops, to make room 
for the Federal exhibit building: of the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposition 
in the Frcsldlo grounds and to place the 
reservation in the best possible condition 
for the exposition, it was decided that 
Secretary Stimson will soon send to Con- 
gress supplementary estimates for these 
purposes. 
The appropriation of 51,650,- 


000 will be divided as follows: 
Removing the Presidio stables to an- 
other site and for new stables. 1450.000; 
for a new Quartermaster's depoi at Fort 
Mason, 8400,000: for new barracks near 
the Presidio entrance, $75.000. 
In order 
to make room for the Federal exhibit 
building It will be necessary to remove 
the present stables. New stables have 
been needed for some time, as the pres- 
ent ones are unsightly and old.
